lo i\Qtwocn 1 December 1950 and 23 August l?5l# the Chinese Communists conducted two 
campaigns to recruit students and young workers for military schools* Hie first 
campaign opened in December in response to a decision made on 1 December by the 
Government Administration Council and the People ® s Revolutionary lolitary Council® 
By the end of January, 250,000 young people, including 0,000 workers, had applied 
for entrance into iiilitary schools® Only 50,000, including 5,000 of the workers, 
wore accepted^ the others failed to meet the health standards* 

2« On 2l\ June the Government Administration Council announced a second recruiting 
campaign* By 23 August, 300,000 young, people, including 100,000 of the 
unsuccessful applicants from the earlier campaign, h=d applied for entrance into 
the military schools* The percentage of applicants is not known, but health 
standards remiired have now been lowered so that more can be accepted than under 
the old standards o hVen the health standards required for entrance into air 
force schools have been louereu although not to the orient that they have been 
lowered for students in other schools* 

3o Because the importance of health was revealed during the first recruiting campaign, 
in early “larch IIA0 Tse-tung directed that the health situation be investigated* 

As a result, from l5 harch to 1 April, students of ten colleges in Pcipiiv ana 
Tientsin were given physical examinations sponsored by the Government Auminxs- 
tration Council, the I inis try of Education, the ministry of Public iixtth, and the 
All-CIiina Students 0 Federation* Hie following* data indicates that 7 percent of 
the students examined in Ti- ntsin had tuberculosis*
